CHICAGO. Sept. 6, (#*)— At least 
eight persons were killed and 100 
Or more injured tonight when a 
local train from Elroy. Wis., on the 
Chicago -Northwestern 
railroad 
plowed into a Chicago and North­ 
western train from Madison, Wis. 
The Elroy train was dicharging 
pasengers at a station four miles 
from downtown when the Madison 
train ran into 
it. 
The last two 
coaches of the Elroy 
train tele­ 
scoped and it was in them that 
most of the deaths and injuries oc­ 
curred. 
Both trains 
were 
com ­ 
posed of wooden coaches and were 
«lied with pasengers returning to 
Chicago after holiday outings. 
The wreckage immediately caught 
fire. 
Firemen said two dead per­ 
sone were removed from the debris 
and that they could see eight or 
ten 
bodies 
under 
wreckage, and 
believed some of them were dead.
